If you can't bring volleyball to the beach, 
bring the beach to the volleyball. 

Liberty Hospitality Corporation signed an 
agreement with the Town of Innisfil, to oper¬ 
ate a Beach Volleyball court - not at Innisfil 
Beach Park as originally envisioned, but at 
the Innisfil Recreation Complex down the 
road. 

The company constructed an Olympic¬ 
sized court, which can be divided into 4 
smaller recreational courts for League play, 


just south of the Rec Complex, and brought in 
loads of the special sand - Hutchinson sand, 
from Huntsville - that is used in pro-volley- 
ball, to create a playing field that is better 
than a beach. 

"This is going to be a new dynamic in the 
community," said Innisfil Mayor Barb Bagu- 
ley, helping to cut the ribbon at the Sand 
Zone on August 9. "I know it's not at the 
beach, but it's a beach facility... It's a creative 
way to have Beach Volleyball in any commu¬ 
nity" - with the added benefits of plenty of 
parking, and access to the YMCA facility and 


pool next door. 

Stefani Choy, Director of Business Devel¬ 
opment with Liberty Hospitality, acknowl¬ 
edged that the Sand Zone is opening a little 
late in the season to attract much league play. 
Instead, the focus is going to be on Recre¬ 
ational Beach Volleyball, one of the fastest 
growing sports in Ontario. 

"We're going to be running free tourna¬ 
ments, just to get the word out," Choy said. 
"We're not looking for pros to play here. We're 
looking for the Town to come play!" 

After the ribbon-cutting, Mayor Baguley 


tried out her serve - "I used to play volley¬ 
ball," she told Choy. "It's all about practice." - 
and Councillors Ken Simpson, Richard Simp¬ 
son, Lynn Dollin and Doug Lougheed had a 
friendly challenge, out on the court.

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Preliminary hearing 
set for drain project

Over a decade ago ; flooding of farmland 
within the Coolcstown-Innisfil Marsh 
launched a study of the South Innisfil Creek 
Drain that has taken over a decade to com¬ 
plete, and threatens to saddle "benefiting 
landowners" with costs ranging from hun¬ 
dreds, to hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

Boris Horodynslcy unwittingly set the 
process in motion, when he asked the Town 
of Innisfil to carry out maintenance on the 
drain, and alleviate flooding of his marsh 
farmland. When there was no immediate 
response, he took his complaint to the 
Drainage Referee of the day - who ordered 
the Town to retain Dillon Consulting to carry 
out a study of the drain, and recommend 
required work. 

The preliminary study came back in 2006 - 
and its price tag, of $2.6 million for drainage 
works, led to strong protests from the 
landowners within the drain area. 

But it was to take seven more years before 
Dillon Consulting filed its final report - and 
by then, the cost of the work had jumped to 
more than $6.7 million. 

The engineering firm looked at 9,333 
metres of main drain, and 570 metres of 
branch drains, suggesting modifications that 
will provide protection not for a 100 year, 50 
year, or even 10 year flood, but for a 1.5 to 2 
year flood event. 

The $6.7 million cost would be divided up 
among the 750 "benefiting landowners". 


Bona fide farmers will be eligible for a 33% 
grant from the Ontario Ministry of Agricul¬ 
ture and Food - but there is no help for non- 
agricultural landowners. 

The result, says Diane Hogarth, will be 
"undue hardship" for hundreds of property 
owners. Hogarth is a member of the commit¬ 
tee that has been spearheading opposition to 
the drainage proposal, since the Final Report 
was presented to Council in October of 2013. 

At that time, Innisfil Council deferred 
acceptance of the report, and asked Dillon 
Consulting to consult with the NVCA and 
with landowners, to correct some of the 
issues and errors identified in the Council 
meeting. Dillon agreed; although consulta¬ 
tion led to a reduction in construction costs 
of about $900,000, the engineers also billed 
the landowners another $362,000 for the con¬ 
sultation - a figure which included $155,000 
for future oversight of the project in 2014-15, 
bringing engineering costs to $1.32 million. 

The Town has subsequently appealed to 
the new Drainage Referee. 

"Council asked staff to approach the Ref¬ 
eree and ask if it was possible to change the 
scope of work that was ordered, and if there's 
any opportunity to change any funding 
sources," said Andy Campbell, Director of 
Engineering. 

Under the Drainage Act, costs are to be 
assessed entirely to the property owners 
within the drain watershed, creating a heavy 
burden on some residents of the municipal¬ 
ity. 

The Preliminary Hearing will be taking 


place September 3 and 4, starting at 10 a.m., 
at the Barrie Courthouse, 75 Mulcaster in 
Barrie. Notice has gone out to the landown¬ 
ers, and anyone wishing to be a party at the 
hearing is asked to notify the Innisfil Town 
Clerk in writing by Wednesday, August 20, at 
kfraser@innisfil.ca or by mail. For more infor¬ 
mation, contact Karen Fraser at 705-436- 
3740, ext. 2404. 

The purpose of the Preliminary hearing 
will be "to set the date and what the scope of 
the discussion will be, in November," Camp¬ 
bell said. "Is the Drainage Referee even open 
to listening to something else?" 

Hogarth and other members of what they 
are calling the "South Innisfil Drain Commit¬ 
tee" are hoping the answer will be yes. 

They plan to make presentation to the Ref¬ 
eree, presenting a number of alternatives - 
from stopping the project outright, and just 
conducting standard maintenance on the 
drain "since we have had no flooding for the 
past years," says Hogarth, to starting over 
with a new engineer, who would focus only 
on the area that was the subject of the initial 
complaint. 

The committee is also calling on the Town 
to establish a formal Drainage Committee, 
comprised of 2 farmers, 2 non-farmers, and 2 
residents-at-large, to oversee this and future 
drainage issues. 

"Our position has always been to stop this 
project, because we want something reason¬ 
able and that addresses the most important 
needs of the farmers," Hogarth says. 


Traffic trouble on Booth Ave. 

(STAFF) - Traffic has become an issue on Booth Avenue, in Alcona. 

On August 13, resident Paul Caramida came before Innisfil Council to present a 
petition calling for speed-calming measures on the residential road. 

"We have recently noticed an increase in speeding vehicles," Caramida told 
Council, "speeding by at least 30 or 40 kmph." 

He noted that there were no posted speed limits on the street, and although that 
means a 50kmph limit by default, the long stretch of roadway is inspiring some driv¬ 
ers to "take it as a speedway." 

Caramida asked the Town to consider installing speed bumps along Booth, and to 
increase the number of stop signs, as a further traffic-calming measure. 

He also called for more enforcement, although he noted, "We do see police offi¬ 
cers, but not when they're needed most." 

Council received the petition, and discussed the issue later in the meeting, along 
with correspondence received from residents, covering everything from on-street 
parking, to speeding concerns. 

"The Transportation Master Plan did have measures in there for traffic calming," 
said Director of Engineering, Andy Campbell, suggesting it was time for staff to 
review both parking and traffic-calming, in new subdivisions. 

As for the use of stop signs, Campbell said, "Our policy isn't that stop signs are for 
traffic calming, our policy is that stop signs are for traffic flow." 

The requests were referred to staff for review.

Fire Burning By-Law 045-06 

Authority for regulating the setting of open air fires is 
contained in the Fire Protection and Prevention Act 
This authority gives the Fire Chief of the Municipality 
the right to exercise all powers for the prevention and 
regulation of open air fires. 

The first rule of an open air fire is that the fire must not 
cause a nuisance to residents. Depending on the size of 
the fire, a burn permit may be required. The second rule 
is that a means of extinguishing the fire must always 
be available at the fire site at all times during the fire. 

No person may set an outdoor fire: 

• On any public road or other public property 

• When rain or fog is present 

• When wind speeds are high or wind directions are 
changing irregularly. 

• If there is the possibility the fire may spread to 
neighbouring buildings or properties 

• Where the fire may decrease the visibility on any 
highway or roadway 

• Where the fire may give off any odour to such extent 
or degree so as to cause discomfort to the persons 
residing in the immediate area 

• The burning of tires, shingles, fiberglass, plastics, 
paint products or non-wood based substances is 
NEVER permitted 

No Burn Permit Required: 

• Small open air burning (camp fire or chimney) 

• A propane, electric, natural gas, charcoal or naphtha 
fuel barbeque/cooking stove or log fire 

• A small wood burning fire for the purpose of cooking 
or heat on the ground 

• Not larger than 18 inches (0.5m) in size 

• Fire must be 5m from any lot line and 2m from any 
structure (including decks and fences) 

• For the burning of clean wood products only 

Burn Permit Required: 

• Fire that is larger than 18 inches (0.5m) in size 

• Size of fire and set back distances determined at the 
time permit is issued 

• For the burning of brush and clean scrap wood only 

• For any wood burning fire on the ground in any 
Commercial or Industrial zoned property 

• Burning permit fee is $20 for the calendar year 

• May be purchased at the Town Office and Fire Station 
#1 in Alcona 

• The person to whom the permit is issued, must be 
present at all times of the fire in a responsible and 
supervisory capacity. 

NB: Where there is no burn permit, and the Fire 
Department comes to extinguish an open air fire that 
is deemed out of control or in violation of the Burning 
By-Law, the fee of $410 per hour for each truck 
attending will apply. Further, any person found to be in 
contravention of the Fire Burning By-law is guilty of an 
offence and upon conviction, liable to a fine of up to 
$5,000 for each offence.

Aid for Gaza 
kids raises 
questions 


C anadians have been shocked and saddened to see 

images of children harmed in the Israel-Gaza conflict. 
Medical assistance is needed. 

Ontario hospitals agreed to take in kids from either side of 
the conflict after the province received a formal request 
from Dr. Izzeldin Abuelaish. Raised in Gaza and now a 
public health professor at University of Toronto, Abuelaish 
started the HeallOOKids campaign, aimed at kids from 
Gaza. 

As the website notes: “With your help, 100 children, 
stable enough to travel and requiring specialized treatment, 
each accompanied by one parent or caregiver, will be air¬ 
lifted and hosted temporarily in Canada during treatment at 
a Canadian hospital." 

But will the parents be vetted to make sure none are 
Hamas militants? How will their temporary presence be 
guaranteed? 

Why not lobby Israel facilities to take them in? Abuelaish 
has himself worked in an Israeli hospital. 

Why not just stay in Gaza? Well, the website explains that 
“The health-care facilities and personnel in Gaza are woe¬ 
fully inadequate." But that has been the case for decades. 
Canada already gives annually to address this problem. In 
fiscal 2011-12, taxpayers sent $59 million to the West Bank 
and Gaza. 

Yet we find out that Hamas, which Palestinian voters 
elected in 2006, clearly used money from somewhere to 
build tunnels rather than infrastructure. 

Gaza is not the only place in the world where children are 
unfortunately harmed. Civilians are harmed in Syria and 
Iraq, to list two in the news. 

There are former Syrians and Iraqis now residing in 
Canada. Many of them would probably like children from 
their countries of origin brought to Canada to receive med¬ 
ical treatment. But we can't treat every child in the world. 
Sometimes we can't even treat our own. Remember how 
long it took the Ontario government to agree to life-saving 
drugs for little Madi Vanstone? Well, it was less time than it's 
taken Ontario Health Minister Eric Hoskins to respond to 
Abuelaish's request. 

Will these children be placed ahead of Canadian children 
who need surgery? Canadians are horrified by the suffering 
of innocents, but that doesn't mean they shouldn't ask 
tough questions about this assistance.

reporter, and he co-founded a conserva¬ 
tive advocacy group. He came a close 
second in the riding of Simcoe North in 
the 2004 federal election. 

His candidacy for nomination for the 
new Barrie riding was endorsed by Jason 
Kenney, minister of employment, as well 
as former Barrie MP Ed Harper. 

Alex Nuttall is likely a hardworking, 
committed city councillor, but, at the age 
of 29, he lacks the federal experience 
that Stock has gained. 

Those of us who are Stock's supporters 
are puzzled and shocked that his candi¬ 
dacy was denied. 


This closing down of the nomination 
process in the riding is reminiscent of 
Liberal Party decisions in 1993 when 
prime minister Jean Chretien appointed 
former Barrie mayor Janice Laking as the 
Liberal candidate, thus denying the local 
Liberal membership a choice. 

Chretien's comment at that time was: 
“Well, you can't always trust the people 
to elect the right one." 

Clearly, there are a few brokers in the 
Conservative Party's Ontario political 
operation bunkers who have taken a 
page from the Liberal party playboolc. By 
the way, the appointed Liberal candidate 
lost that election in 1993.

The provincial government allows 
those companies to keep what some 
observers call the most lucrative beer 
market in the world (Ontario) nearly all 
to themselves. 

To protect their 80% market share, 
The Beer Store has been pulling out all 


the stops to prevent modernization of 
beer retailing, and blunt attempts to 
offer consumers more choice and con¬ 
venience. In fact, we've even seen them 
run multi-million dollar U.S.-style attack 
campaign ads against Ontario busi¬ 
nesses. We believe it's time to discuss 
modernizing Ontario's beer retailing 
system and how convenience retailers 
can play a role in that. 

Convenience stores are responsible 
community retailers that already sell 
alcohol at over 200 locations in Ontario. 
In fact, there are four convenience stores 
within 25 kilometres of Barrie (Thorn¬ 
ton, Hawkestone, Craighurst, Minesing) 


that already sell beer, wine and spirits 
with the utmost responsibility. 

The Beer Store is a prohibition-era 
relic with a private-sector, near-monop¬ 
oly on beer sales; it's in their interest to 
keep the status quo, regardless of what 
Ontarians want. But Ontario has the 
ability to change that. 

The reality today is that Ontarians 
want a more modern system of beer 
retailing and convenience stores are 
ready to deliver it responsibly.

Festival seeks cash

On fuly 23, the Innisfil Celtic Festival Committee applied to Innisfil Council for a 
grant of $4,125.58, to offset what committee thought was their bill from the Town. 

The committee believed they were being asked to pay a $100 Special Event permit 
fee, a $296.04 Building Permit fee for an over-sized tent, $626 to cover parking, and 
$3,103.54 for use of the entire park. 

The total was a shock, and more than the amount remaining in the Council Dis¬ 
cretionary Fund, to which the Committee had applied. Only about $922 remained in 
the Fund. 

Councillors deferred a decision, and asked staff for clarification, and an explana¬ 
tion of the charges. 

On August 13, they got the explanation: the apparent fees "did not reflect actual 
costs to the applicant." The committee was not being asked to pay for parking, or for 
the whole park; those figures were intended to be used for internal accounting "and 
were not to be passed on to the applicant." 

The Celtic Festival Committe was actually only being asked for $396.04, for the 
Event permit and the Building Permit - and Council had no trouble in approving a 
grant to cover that cost, from the Discretionary Fund. 

Council was also told that staff will be reviewing previous applications for funding, 
in light of the misunderstanding, and will present recommendations for revisions to 
the Discretionary Fund grant process at the September 3 meeting.

Parkland 
under the 
microscope 
in Alcona

Innisfil held a public open house, on Aug. 13, to explain the 
"over-dedication of parkland" in the Alcona area, and what it 
means to residents. 

The Alcona Developers Group was initially formed to 
implement the Alcona Secondary plan, back in 2000. It was 
felt that by asking developers to work as a group, it would be 
possible to ensure better road connectivity, better storm water 
management, and larger Community Parks, as the area was 
built out. 

But with build-out, the Group found that the older develop¬ 
ments, south of Innisfil Beach Road, have an "over-dedication 
of parkland" - 6.91 hectares more, in total, than the 5% 
required - while newer developments north of Innisfil Beach 
Road have an apparent 4.12 hectare shortfall. 

The net over-dedication is 3.58 hectares - in 2000 dollars, 
valued at $707,766. 

The Town has several options, to deal with the over-dedica¬ 
tion. 

It could give back already-developed parkland. 

It could pay the Developers Group the $707,766 and keep 
the extra land. 

Or it could find a compromise - and that's the option that 
was presented at the Open House. The Town is proposing to 
return 1.874 hectares of land currently designated as "neigh¬ 
bourhood park" but not developed, on Park St. off Webster 
Blvd., to the developer. A 0.199 hectare parcel of land will be 
retained, and merged with an adjoining park. 

In addition, the Town will repay the Developers Group 
$331,147 for the remainder of the over-dedication, money that 
will come from the Alternate Revenue Source Fund (from the 
OLG Slots at Georgian Downs). 

The compromise has the benefit of reducing the financial 
burden on the Town - and, staff noted, "the proposed correc¬ 
tion will not impact any existing parks in Alcona." 

The "over-dedication" is not as clear-cut as it appears. In 
two of the older subdivision areas - MapleLane/Wallace Mills 
and Previn Court - the town was persuaded to accept lands 
that today would be deemed "Environmental Protection" - 
valleylands, woodlots and wetlands - as parkland dedication. 

Municipal candidate Stan Daurio attended the Open 
House, and continued to express concern that the new devel¬ 
opments north of Innisfil Beach Road would be left without 
parks, as a result of the compromise. 

He was told by Tim Cane, Manager of Land Use Planning, 
that the situation is not as bleak as it seems. All of those Plans 
of Subdivision (North Pratt, Alonzi, Alcona Capital, Pratt- 
D'Amico) include large tracts of Environmental Protection 
land totalling over 14 hectares, that could be used for passive 
recreation, including trails. "But not playgrounds or soccer 
fields." 

The Town is also in negotiations with Alcona Capital, for 
some additional parkland to service the area. 

Only a handful of residents turned out for the Open House. 
Most of those in attendance were staff, or members of council.

A 71-year-old man was arrested and charged with assault. He was later released on con¬ 
dition he stay away from the woman, and has a September court date. 

The woman was not injured, police said. 

ATTEMPTED ROBBERY GOES BAD 

NEW TECUMSETH - Three against one wasn't much of an edge during an attempted 
robbery here Monday. 

Nottawasaga OPP were called to Stevenson Memorial Hospital in Alliston to investigate 
two males with non-life-threatening injuries. 

Police determined that three men had planned a robbery, but were met with resistance 
by the would-be victim. 

OPP say two male youths and one man have been charged with robbery, and other 
charges are pending against them.

D ental sealants are thin, plastic coatings that are applied to the grooves of the

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Alcona traffic study 
splips into high gear

The Town of Innisfil is just completing Stage 1 of 
its Alcona Traffic Study - an inventory of existing 
parking spaces in Alcona's downtown core. 

As part of the new approach, the Town is also 
looking at "Cash-in-lieu" of parking spaces - a fee 
that would be levied if a proposed development 
was unable to provide the required number of 
parking spaces, under the Zoning By-law. That 
number is determined by the square footage of the 
buildings on the site. 

On August 13, Council was asked to approve a 
new Cash-in-lieu fee of $5,760 per parking space, 
for development in the Commercial and Mixed 
Use zones along Innisfil Beach Road. 

Instead of simply giving the developer a Vari¬ 
ance, if they were short one or two spaces, the 
Town would charge the cash-in-lieu fee and set the 
money aside in a Reserve Fund, earmarked for 
new parking infrastructure and capital projects, 
explained Manager of Land Use Planning Tim 
Cane. 

He noted that the Town currently has an "undoc¬ 
umented" fee of only $1,000 per space - a charge 
that he called "totally inadequate.... We are seeing 
a glaring hole in the amount we're charging for 
cash-in-lieu." 

Mayor Barb Baguley questioned whether the 


$5,760 figure is sufficient, to ensure the Town will 
be able to move forward with municipal parking 
infrastructure, if needed. She asked about current 
land costs in Alcona, and how much land is 
required for a 100 space parking lot. 

She was advised that land is averaging about 
$550,000 per acre - and that 100 parking spaces 
would require about 3/4 of an acre. 

"I understand why there's a parking deficit, 
because of history," Baguley said, but questioned 
why new developments should get to under-size 
their parking lots, instead of reducing the square 
footage of their buildings, to meet the By-law 
requirements. 

"I'm really worried that we're going to have a 
need, and a void in funds," she said, noting that the 
cash-in-lieu payments proposed are unlikely to 
cover the cost of underground parking, parking 
garages, or rooftop lots, paving and maintenance. 
"I don't know why we're doing this, without some 
kind of appreciation" of costs, she added. 

Cane pointed out that there is a balancing act, 
between costs and the viability of a project. "We 
feel this is a good starting point right now," he said, 
to begin building a new municipal parking fund - 
and certainly better than $1000 per parking space. 

Council approved the new cash-in-lieu fee. Out¬ 
side of Alcona, the fee payable will be determined 
on a case-by-case basis.

After a few days of turn¬ 
ing it up and down, or adjusting it so you are 
completely comfortable day and night, it 


“learns" what you like and automatically 
sets the correct temperature on its own, 
even getting it right when you're away. In 
addition, it connects with your smartphone 
so you can change the temperature when 
you are miles from home and adjust your 
preferences for when you walk in the door. 

Artificial Lighting: 

More than the Bulb 

Light-emitting diodes or LED-based lights 
are increasingly popular. With distinct 
advantages over incandescent light sources 
- including lower energy consumption, 
longer lifetime, improved physical robust¬ 
ness and smaller size - they are a smart 
choice for every room of the house. And 
while LEDs are not inexpensive, their dura¬ 
bility and low power usage mitigate the ini¬ 
tial cost. 

Recessed ceiling lights, under-counter 
lights, chandeliers, sconces, nearly every 
style of home lighting you can think of is 
now available with LEDs. In addition, there 
are sofa frames and tables, draperies and 
even wallcoverings equipped with this type 
of light. “It is actually awe-inspiring to see 
how designers incorporate LEDs in their 
work," Morse says. 

A New Age of Enlighten¬ 
ment: The Connected Home 

Home automation is developing at a rapid 
rate, and the connected home is at the top of 
many an agenda. From robotic vacuum 
cleaners to motorized window dressings, 
operation is automatic. 

For example, with the Hunter Douglas 
Platinum App, it just takes a tap of the finger 
to easily preset and reset the precise posi¬ 
tioning of multiple motorized window treat¬ 
ments. The app is now available for Android 
as well as Apple mobile devices. 

“Call it what you will," says Morse, “inno¬ 
vation, progress, or simply, change.

Pastels continue to be on trend this fall 


(NC) The soft hues of pastels are still hot on 
the fashion runways - and they are also trendy 
on the home decor scene. Showing no signs of 
slowing down, pastels are the perfect way to 
bring brightness and personality into your 
home. 

"Today's pastels act as neutral colours," says 
Sharon Grech, a colour and design expert with 
Benjamin Moore. "Homeowners look for the 
subtle sophistication that neutrals provide, 
and pastels are the perfect solution since they 
add a relaxed ambiance to the home. Sweet 
pastels also offer a welcome change from the 
traditional neutrals of white and beige.” 

Here are a few of the current designer 
techniques for adding pastels in the home: 

Monochromatic colours 
contribute balance. 

This palette is where one single colour is used 
in a room, one of varying saturations, tones and 
tints. It gives balance to a room and creates a 
peaceful, calming effect that allows the features 
of your home to be appreciated. One designer 
trick to add visual interest is to vary the paint 


finishes. Try an eggshell finish for high-traffic 
areas like the kitchen. It adds a subtle glow and 
depth that helps bring the room to life. For the 
hallway, a pearl or semi-gloss finish is a chic 
choice for brightening a space with reflecting 
light. 

Try colour blocking. 

This technique combines at least two differ¬ 
ent hues in large blocks or sections on a given 
surface. While the fashion scene does this well, 
it is inside the home that 'colour blocked' pas¬ 
tel colours really shine. "The most approacha¬ 
ble way to apply this technique is to choose 
colours within the same family,” Grech 
explains. As pictured, the colour, Mt. Rainer 
Gray 2129-60, is used on the kitchen walls 
against Breath of Fresh Air 806 on the hallway 
walls. Although the differences are subtle, 
slight variances create a layered effect that 
adds dimension and gives the kitchen new life.

Tips for optimizing 


(NC) The average home size is shrinking 
now that our urban centres are getting so 
dense. But this should not get in the way of 
enjoying your small home. 

"More people are finding themselves liv¬ 
ing in spaces smaller than those they grew 
up in,” says Ralph Stephen, owner of Royal 
LePage Atlantic, "so it is important to use 
some tricks to optimize all available space.”

This approach extends to decorative pieces 
as well - overwhelming a wall or shelf with 
too many knick-knacks detracts from the 
sense of space. 

Finally, make as many multi-functioning 
furniture choices as possible. If one piece of 
furniture can double as both a headboard 
and a bookcase, you've already reduced the 
number of pieces you need. Furniture that 
has built-in storage is a plus - one more 
place to tuck things away. 

Living in a smaller space can be a posi¬ 
tive experience. Whether you are looking 
for a trendy condo, or a comfy cottage, there 
are plenty of options to make your small 
home functional and comfortable.
